In  late  1 994,  the  parking  lot  across  Indiana  Avenue  from  ICO  (and  the  unfortunate  house  next  to  it)  became 
the  site  for  the  new  residential  complex.  The  lightning-fast  construction  began  soon  afterwards  and 
remained  a  popular  attraction  for  students  on  the  second  floor  of  the  library  throughout  winter  and  spring. 
Included  in  the  new  building,  which  opened  in  the  fall  of  1 995,  is  a  deli  and  a  70,000  square  foot  dormitory 
containing  study  lounges,  laundry  facilities,  and  conference  rooms.  But  this  is  only  Phase  I  of  the  overall 
development  plan  for  ICO  over  the  next  four  to  five  years.  Following  are  the  seven  additional  phases  of 
development.

The  way  it  used  to  be... 


The  destruction  of  the  house  across  the  way  began  on  a 
Monday  morning--during  exams. 
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Phase  //--Indiana  Ave.  development:  Indiana  Avenue  is  proposed  to  be  vacated  from  32nd  and  33rd  street  to  provide  a  new  entry 
and  drop-off  circle,  or  cul-de-sac,  for  the  college  and  an  expanded  outdoor  courtyard.  A  collegial  campus  environment  will  be 
created  with  extensive  landscaping,  outdoor  furniture,  sculpture  and  enclosed  walkway  connecting  the  new  dormitory  to  the  ICO 
lobby. 

Phase  ///-clinic  building  addition:  replacing  Brady  Hall  and  part  of  the  existing  courtyard,  50,000  square  feet  will  be  added  to  the 
existing  clinic  building,  providing  space  for  pediatrics,  storage,  a  new  kitchen,  cafeteria  and  atrium.  The  atrium,  in  lieu  of  the 
existing  courtyard,  will  be  glass  enclosed  for  year-round  use. 

Phase  /V-third  floor  clinic  renovation:  the  third  floor  of  the  existing  building  will  be  renovated  to  accommodate  additional  clinic 
facilities,  such  as  a  new  ophthalmic  laboratory.  An  elevator  will  be  installed  for  patient  use. 

Phase  \/-third  floor  clinic  infill:  a  new  section  will  be  added  on  to  the  existing  third  floor  to  provide  additional  clinic  space. 

Phase  W-new  fitness  center:  a  new  fitness  center  will  be  built  adjacent  to  the  new  dormitory,  including  an  enlarged  gymnasium, 
weight  room,  raquetball  courts,  aerobics  toom,  swimming  pool  and  locker/shower  facilites. 

Phase  W/-existing  fitness  center  retrofit:  in  lieu  of  the  existing  fitness  center,  a  new  front  door  to  the  college  will  be  established 
with  administrative  and  student  support  offices. 

P/iase \////-clinic  entry  upgrades:  a  new  patient  parking  lot  will  be  built  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  campus,  including 
landscaping.
